his factory, in fact, Japan already I 
has taken over most of the velveteen 
m arket in this country. 


Same With Ginghams 
The next time you see a girl wear­ 
ing a gingham dress, the chances 
are the cloth was made in Japan. 
Why? Because the Japanese maker 
can sell, in New York City, at ll 
cents a yard ginghams that would 
cost a domestic maker 14kfc cents a 
yard to produce. Besides the advan 
tage in price, Japanese ginghams 
are a finer weave than American 
ginghams. 
Women’s cotton and silk stock­ 
ings and men s socks from Japan 
are closing factories all over this 
country. In 1929 the Untied States 
imported from Japan 1,908 pairs of 
cotton knit hosiery. Last year we Im 
ported 7,386,048 pairs. But remem­ 
ber, hosiery knitters in Japan are 
paid only 20 cents a day. 
American Industries using linen 
thread can buy the Japanese prod­ 
uct for 65 cents per pound. The same 
quality thread from an American 
manufacturer would coBt 53.60 per 
pound.
